creased by “improved machinery” 
that the price had been reduced.” 
Now, we took this statement as a joke, 
and so asked the supposed originator 
thereof, if he ever saw the machinery 
with which salt is produced. 
We 
thought that he would acknowledge 
tfie joke and say no more about it, 
Instead of doing so, however, he 
proceeds this week, tp deliberately in­ 
form the public that he used to live 
within a stone’s throw of not an or­ 
dinary, every day salt well, 
but 
large an extensive salt wqrl^s, aq4 
that ho really saw the machinery 
which was used therein. 
And he 
actually tells us that he saw a pump, 
and a wheel, and a pan. 
Well, well, 
who’d a thought it, 
«Jqst imagine a 
moment the splendor of the sight* of 
this wonderfully improved lot of ma­ 
chinery! How it must have thrilled 
the young heart of opr osteerqocj 
friend of the Journal! One pump, 
one wheel, and one pan! But we are 
not told anything as to the extent or 
in what respect these several ma­ 
chines were improved. 
We are still 
left to grope in ignorance. 
We fear 
we shall never know how this “im 
proved machinery,” namely, a pump, 
a wheel, and a pan, has reduced the 
price of salt. Please, Mr. Journal, 
give us a description of both the old 
and the improved, so that we may 
know all abut it. 
But hero is a real, 
bona-fide joke. 
The Journal man 
says that these salt manufactures have 
at times used a machine not im­ 
proved—which was invented by us 
wicked republicaus in congress and 
called a tariff law, to hoist prices up 
to the tops of the telegraph poles. 
Now, what we wanted to hoist prices 
or anything else way up to the top of 
telegraph polos for, we are not told. 
Nor are we favored with any informa­ 
tion as to what telegraph line we are 
patronizing. 
But us a joke, it is 
nevertheless good, and will pass as 
such. 
As a matter of fact, however, 
this wonderful machine which so dis­ 
pleases the Journal man—this grand 
and glorious law of protection to 
American industries and American 
wage-earners, was not an invention of 
the republican party.

It is one of the God 
given rights of nations self protec­ 
tion. 
It was placed upon the statute 
books of our country, though, thank

When you attempt to envade the 
question by calling our tariff laws a 
machine by which prices are elevated 
to the tops of telegraph poles, the 
public can very readily see just how 
little you really think of protection to 
our country and her interests. 
It is 
by just such out-cropings that we get 
at your true sentiments.

dust imagine a 
moment tho splendor of the sight* of 
this wonderfully improved lot of ma­ 
chinery! How it must have thrilled 
the young heart of our esteemed 
friend of the Journal! One pump, 
one wheel, and one pan! But we are 
not told anything as to the extent or 
in what respect these several ma­ 
chines were improved. 
We are still 
left to grope in ignorance. 
We fear 
we shall never know how this “im 
proved machinery,” namely, a pump, 
a wheel, and a pan, has reduced the 
price of salt. 
Please, Mr. Journal, 
give us a description of both the old 
and the improved, so that we may 
know all abut it. 
But here is a real, 
bona-fide joke. 
The Journal man 
says that these salt manufactures have 
at times used a machine 
not im­

No losses occurred in the immediate 
vicinity of Jamestown but from a j»oint nine 
mile# kou th a atrip of country from fifty to a 
hundred mile# wide wa* burned over. In­ 
stance# of the unconquerable velocity of the 
fire'* progress are frequent. W. Boyer, who 
was one of the fire’s victims, say#: I wa* 
threshing when the fire swejit down over the 
hill west of me a t a rate of thirty-five miles 
an hour.

M I N N E S O T A N E W S . 


Tuesday Sept. 2a. 
Senate.—The Senate passed private pen­ 
sion hills which were on the calendar to 
which there were no objections. Among the 
hills passed was a Senate bill granting a 
pension of $3.500 a year to the widow o 
Cion. 1*. H. Sheridan. Mr. Berry said he was 
opposed to the bill, but would not make any 
argument against it, contenting himself with 
voting "no” on its passage, which he did. 
House.—The House passed an amendment 
to the naval academy bill declaring that here­ 
after the minimum age for the admission of n 
cadet to the academy shall be 10 yearn and 
the maximum age 21 years. 
The house passed a joint resolution, accept­ 
ing the invitati >n of the imperial German 
government to the United States government 
to become a party to the international geo­ 
detic association. 
Mr. Hitt called up the joint resolution, re­ 
questing the president to negotiate with the 
fgovernment of Mexico for the creation of nil 
nternational commission to determine all 
questions touching the boundary line be­ 
tween the two countries. 
Wednesday Sept. 26. 
Senate.—The resolution of Mr. Sherman, 
which authorize the senate committee on 
foreign relations to sit during the recess and 
to make an inquiry into the relations be­ 
tween the United States and Great Britain 
and Canada, was to-day reported back to 
the senate without recompiendation. 
This 
means that the resolution is to be made the 
text of speeches, and it is not expected th at 
it will serve any other purpose. 
The retaliation bill has been referred to n 
subcommittee of the committee on foreign re­ 
lations and that subcommittee, in a parlia­ 
mentary sense, is "a nurse that cares noi> for 
it.” There is no expectation in the commit­ 
tee or in the subcommittee that tlie bill will 
be reported to the senate unless it shall lie 
with an unfavorable report. The expectation 
is that there will be no report. 
H ouse.—The house to-day passed the 
Northern Pacific forfeiture bill. The signifi­ 
cant fact about this action is that it was 
taken without a word of debate. It would 
have been possible for the opponents of the 
bill to have prevented its passage by raising 
the point of no quorum; for there is no quo­ 
rum, and is not likely to Is* one until next De­ 
cember. But no one is raising th at point as 
to land grant forfeitures bills six weeksbefore 
election. A forfeiture bill of such magnitude 
ha*probably never before passed the house 
without material opposition or debate. Hol­ 
man was not present. The bill now goes to 
the senate, where it will follow the ordinary 
course. 
Thursday, Sept. 28. 
Senate—The senate committee on finance 
began the inquiry into the operations in this 
country of the French copper syndicate. The 
information obtained was th at the syndicate 
took all the surplus copper produced in 
America and sold it abroad, payingthe Amer­ 
ican companies one-half of the sum realized 
above 13 cents a pound and making the 
deficit good when the price realized was less 
than 
13 
cents, 
whether 
sold 
at home or abroad. 
The feature of today’s session of the Senate 
was a lively political debate over Mr. (’han­ 
dler's resolution for the investigation of the 
Louisiana election outrages. The discussion 
drifted into the political outrages in Texas. 
An acrimonious debate ensued between Sen­ 
ators Uoke and Spooner. 
The Senate committee on finance resumed 
the reading of the tariff bill for an hour 
yesterday, and has now progressd to page 
135, the first 87 pages lieing the Mills bill. 
House,—After concluding the testimony 
the committee investigating the charges 
against St aldnecker went into secret session, 
and a lew minutes resolved unanimously to 
report to the house that it found the charges 
against the accused to 1h» unsustained. 


Friday, Sept. 28. 
Senate.—The senate committee on finance 
devoted lour hours to the reading of the new 
tariff bill to-day and reached the end at half 
past 3. Senator Harris cxjiects to receive 
from Senator Beck on Monday the latter's 
suggestions in regard to the minority report 
and to be able to submit them to the com­ 
mittee by Wednesday. 
H ouse.—Mr. IUce of Minnesota presented 
in the house the report of the special commit­ 
tee whi>h has investigated 
tlie 
charges 
against Representatives St aldnecker of New 
York in connection with the new library 
building. The report finds the charge not 
sustained, and says the committee is satisfied 
that Mr. Kelley, who set on foot the inquiry, 
was actuated by the most honorable motives 
and a sincere desire to vindicate the honesty 
of the house. 
The work of the house is substantially at 
an end 
The deficiency is the last of the ap­ 
propriation bills, and it is the opinion of both 
sides of the house that nothing more will l>e 
attem pted at this session. The Democrats 
are understood to have agreed upon the 
policy that no more bills which appropriate 
money shall be permitted to 
pass, and 
th at no bills of any 
nature 
shall bo 
brought 
up 
except 
it 
be 
some 
bill 
for a bridge or a right of way. The color­ 
less bills which can be passed by unanimous 
consent have been nearly all passed. The 
calendars of the house and of the commit­ 
tees are filled with bills, but they are bills ns 
to which there will l»e controversies and 
which are certain not to pass in the absence 
of a quorum. 
Monday, Oct. 1, 
Senate.—The senate has formally entered 
upon the discussion of the bill to forfeit eer- 
tain lands granted to the Northern Pacific 
railway, and it is easy to determine what the 
result will be. If any bill passes it will l»e the 
senatesubstitutefor the house bill. The house 
bill forfeits ail the lands granted to the com­ 
pany except such as are adjacent to that 
portion of the road that was constructed 
prior to July 4, 1879. The senate bill for­ 
feits only those portions of the grant which 
upnert ain to anil are eo-terminous with that 
part of t he line which shall not have been 
constructed at the date of the passage ot 
this act. 
House.—A resolution was introduced in 
the house and referred directing the secretary 
of the treasury to inquire as to the awarding 
of contracts of the Brooklyn (S. Y.) public 
building; also a bill by Mr. Sowden, of Penn­ 
sylvania, for the appointment of a sub-com­ 
mittee to proceed to Chicago to inspect the 
postoftice and to ascertain the necessity of 
its enlargement. The message of the presi­ 
dent announcing his approval of 1 he Chinese 
bill was presented, read and referred to the 
committee on foreign affairs. Unsuccessful 
attem pts wore made to put upon their pas­ 
sage general public building bills.

Lynch Laws Origin. 


H a rtfo rd (M d.) D em ocrat. 
Lynch law is pretty generally un­ 
derstood as tho taking of life with­ 
out the process of law of «i felon who 
has 
1h‘c ii convicted at the bar of 
public opinion of an offense deserving 
of death. But it is not so generally 
known that the name originated in 
Uampltell county, Virginia, Indore 
the revolutionary war. At that pe­ 
riod the country was thinly settled 
and was infested with tories and 
desperadoes—too many of them, ap­ 
parently for the? local authorities to 
adequately punish. Colonel Charles 
Lynch, a distinguished officer of the 
revolutionary army, undertook to 
rid his country of the outlaws. He 
organized a force, arrested the out­ 
laws, and having satisfied himself 
and comrades of the guilt of the sie- 
eused, executed them without refer­ 
ence to the constituted authorities. 
While not altogether approving of 
the desperate remedy for a desperate 
cause, the beneficial effect of Colonel 
Lyn< rs action was recognized and 
has since been known as“ Lynch’s law” 
or “Lynch law.” Lynch’s process of 
meeving out speedy justice extended 
to other parts of the country, and is 
a well-recognized form of redress of 
grievances to-day, particularly for 
that class of offense that are popu­ 
larly believed not to be adequately 
punished by the statutes and courts 
of the state. Colonel Lynch’s broth­ 
er gave his name to and founded 
Lynchburg, and left a son who was 
subsequently governor of Louisiana.

TO MAKE 
A DELICIOUS BISCUIT 


The rumor that Prince Bismarck contem­ 
plates retiring from pubic life at un early 
date is Bemi-oflkially contradicted. 
T h e S t i l e t t o , 
The stiletto is a peculiar weapon. 
i There is nothing of American miinu- 
: (acture like it. In length it runs from 
six to fifteen inches. The blatta is 
about twice the length of the handle, 
dagger edged, thick at th** narrow 
guard, and tapering off to excessive 
thinness at the point. At the guard 
the diameter of the blade is diamond 
shaped, and tis* two extra edges run 
almost to the j>oiiit. 
The real e d g e s , which are razor­ 
sharp, make a wound which the aux­ 
iliary edges, more blunt than sharp, 
aggravate to a terrible d eg ree. So 
effective is it, and so murderous in the 
hands of a dexterous man, that the 
Italian Government has 
recently 
tsvn experimenting with it as a weap­ 
on at close quarters, and iii the Mas- 
sowah campaign several companies 
were armed with shields and long 
stiletto s. Tin* wen j ion is carried iii 
a sheath like an ordinary dagger. 
Another knife, commonly carried 
and frequent!V rise*! by cr iminal Ital­ 
ians, is w hat Professor Scannapieco, 
the Neapolitan fencing master, calls 
the “m olletta.” The niolletta bears 
some resemblance to a razor, though 
considerably longer. There is only 
one edge, and th** blade opens like a 
jwnknife. It swings loose, kowever, 
and when drawn is opened by catch­ 
ing hold of the handle with the 
fingers and throwing the blade out­ 
ward. 
This requires p ra d ice and 
dexterity. A small spring catches 
the knife and holds it open. It is 
closed by pressure upon a tiny “but- 
toi^’’ on the handle. Though not as 
effective a weapon as the stiletto it 
makes an ugly wound when used by 
an expert, ami can be opened almost 
as quickly as a stiletto eau be drawn 
from its sheath. The ease with which 
it can be concealed adds to the fre­ 
quency of its usi*. The handle is 
hard wood or bone.

Lynch law in pretty generally im- 
derstoocl as tho taking of life with­ 
out the process of law of a felon who 
has Iteen convicted at the bar of 
public opinion of an offense deserving 
of death. 
But it is not so generally 
known th at the name originated in 
Ta rn pl aff I county, Virginia, before 
the revolutionary war. At that pe­ 
riod the country was thinly settled 
and was infested with tories and 
desperadoes—too many of them, ap­ 
parently for tho local authorities to 
adequately punish. Colonel Charles 
Lynch, a distinguished officer of the 
revolutionary army, undertook to 
rid his country of the outlaws. Ile 
organized a force, arrested the out­ 
laws. and having satisfied himself 
and comrades of the guilt of the ac­ 
cused, executed them without refer­ 
ence to the constituted authorities. 
While not altogether approving of 
the tie operate remedy for a desperate 
cause, the beneficial effect of Colonel 
Lynch’s action was recognized and 
has since been known as“Lyncli’s law" 
or “ Lynch law.” Lynch's process of 
meeting out speedy justice extended 
to other parts of the country, and is 
a well-recognized form of redress of 
grievances to-day, particularly for 
th at class of offense th at are popu­ 
larly believed not to l>e adequately 
punished by the statutes and courts 
of tile state. Colonel Lyn$h’s broth­ 
er gave his name to and founded 
Lynchburg, and left a son who was 
subsequently governor of Louisiana.

of said contract, in regard to the time 
of erecting and equipping the full 
number of lights therein mentioned 
will not be pleaded nor taken advant­ 
age of by said City, nor will the same 
be claimed or treated by said City as 
a breach of said contract on the part 
of said Company; and if the legal ef­ 
fect of said resolution of July 2nd, 
1888, was not to rescind said contract, 
as in said resolution specified then 
the time within which said full num­ 
ber of lights should be erected and 
eqipped by the terms of said contract 
is hereby extended. 
Provided, and 
this resolution is upon the express 
condition, which said Company agrees 
to by its acceptance thereof, that 
nothing herein shall be claimed nor 
construed as an admission on the part 
of said City that said contract is or 
has been in force at any time since 
the publication of said resolution of 
July 2nd 1888, nor as in any manner 
affecting the existing legal rights 
either of said City or said Company 
touching the matters and things in 
dispute between them under said 
contract, nor as any waiver thereof, 
but the same shall remain and lie in 
all respects as after the adoption and 
publication of said resolution of July 
2nd. 1888. 
This resolution shall be of no effect 
unless accepted in writing by said 
Company within ten (10) days after 
its passage, which acceptance shall be 
filed with the City Clerk and pub­ 
lished with this resolution. 
The council then adjourned.
